SYMP TOMS. Pain in the back, loins, 
and lower part of the belly; ſhiverings; 
a flux of blood from the womb; nauſea, 
anxiety, palpitation of the heart, ſyncope, 
an opening and moiſture of the os tincæ. 
Moſt commonly happens between the ſe- 
cond and fourth months of pregnancy, 
though it may occur later. It may be oc- 
cafioned by frights, falls, ſtrong emetics, 
or cathartics, or by any violent commotion 
of body or mind.

dopnic bellows, for a deſcription of which 


we mult refer to the new edition of the En- 


cyclopædia Britannica, article Lungs; or 
rather to the 4th vol. of the Analytical 
Review, from which that deſcription 1s 
borrowed, By means of this inſtrument, 
pure air might be injected, which, if to be 


had, would probably be found highly ad- 


vantageous. While the various methods 
of treatment are employed, the body ſhould 
be well ſhaken every ten or fifteen minutes: 


if the weather be not cold, air ſhould be 


admitted 
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admitted freely into the room: and no 
more perſons than are neceſſary (ſix are 
enough) ſhould be preſent. Placing a 
drowned child in bed between two healthy 
perions has been found to commur..cate a 
ſalutary warmth. Electricity may alfo be 
tried, When the patient 1s ſufficiently re- 
covered to be able to ſwallow, ſome warm 
wine, or other cordial, may be adminiſ- 
tered.

FRACTURES. 


Treatment. Replace the ends or pieces of the 
bone ſo as to be in their natural ſituation; 
and keep them in that poſture by proper 
compreſſes, ſplints, bandages, &c. but not 
too tight; and vinegar may be poured on 
them. If there be great inflammation or 
tumour, bleed, and uſe other proper me. 
thods to remove them before you attempt 
reduction. If there be looſe fragments or 
ſplinters, which hinder the extenfion and 
reduction, or cauſe irritation, remove then 
by proper inciſions, or otherwiſe, The 
limb, or part, muſt be kept flill ; proper 
diet muſt be ordered; the callus will be 
formed in a month or two, according to 
the bone injured, &c.; the joint ſhould be 
cautiouſly moved at times to prevent fit 
neſs; the medical treatment ſhould be re. 
gulated according to the ſymptoms that 
ariſe, 
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ariſe. If the fracture be of a deſperate 
kind, amputation is neceſſary; but it ſhould 
be deferred, if poſſible, till the firſt inflam- 
mation has ſubſided.

clyſters occaſionally ; but if the ſymptoms 
require it (as low pulſe, &c.) gentle cor- 
dials and diaphoretics. After the erup- 
tion, little is generally required but a gen- 
tle anodyne at night, proper diluents, and, 
if neceſſary, opening clyſters, &c. It 
purging come on, check it with cantion ;

diaphoretics and cordials; eſpecially if 
malignant or putrid ſymptoms, or pete- 
chiæ appear. Spirit of vitriolic æther is 
alſo good in theſe caſes, as are ſinapiſms to 
the feet. 

In the co-fluent kind, all the ſymptoms are 
worſe than in the dingt. The eruption 
makes its appearance a day or two later, 
and does not come to its height till the 
eleventh or fourteeuth day after; the fever 
alſo continues after the eruption appears, 
and a ſalivation comes on, which muſt by 
no means be checked. The patient re- 
quires to be ſupported more in this caſe 
than in the other; care, however, muſt be 

taken in both kinds to avoid too much 

H 3 keat, 
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heat, or a heating regimen ; and pure, and 
even cool air, where no objection appears, 
is ſalutary. If the puſtules be opened, and 
the matter let out, fo much the better; cl. 
pecially if danger of their ſinking or ſtrik. 
ing in appear. Purging is eltcemed pro- 
per after this diſeaſe. 


To zeculate for the Small-Pox, take a little 


matter from a puſtule, after the eruptive 
fever, on the point of a lancet, and inſert 
it in the arm (by making a ſmall punc- 
ture or two) between the true and ſcarf 
{kin, which may afterwards be preſſed don 
with the flat fide of the lancet. Three or 
four days afterwards the purRures appear 
inflamed; in about th;ee days more the pre. 
curfory ſymptoms come on, aud at length 
the eruption. 


Previous to the inoculation, a mercurial purge

Treatment. In the gonorrhea ſome rely on 
mercurials given internally in ſmall doſes: 
others employ injections alone: ſome lay 
the chief ſtreſs on diuretics: others combine 
theſe different methods. Quickfilver, hoy. 
ever, is by no means neceilary to the cure 
of this ſtage of the diſeaſe. If the inflam- 
mation be conſiderable, no injections 
ſhould be uſed but thoſe of the ſedative 
kind, as thote compoſed of opium or lead: 
if very great, emollients alone muſt be 
ventured on, as milk and water, oil of 
almonds, or thin mucilage : when flight, 
altringents may be employed: and in 
ſome calcs irritating injections are proper, 
as a weak ſolution of muriqted quick fil ver. 
Whatever method we purſue, the conſti. 
tution ſhould be attended to, which, with 
the ſymptoms, will in general beſt direc 
the treatment, Painful erections and chor.

Treatment, Gentle medicines of the turpen-

If from mflammation, 
bleeding, cooling diluents and febrituges, 
as the ſaline draughts with proper laxa- 


tives; and anodynes at diſcretion, If from 


weakneſs of the ſtomach, bark, bitters, or 
other corroborants; premitiag a vomit if 
judged neceſſary, Chalybeate waters are 
alſo proper. If the ſtomach be ſore, as it 
is termed, the compound tincture of benja- 
min, ſpermaceti, or other balſamics, are 
good. In vomitings, the beſt form of me- 
dicine is pills. 

Vomitings are often ſymptomatic, as in fits of 
the gravel, pregnancy, &c.; the original 
diſorder, in thoſe cafes, muſt claim the 
Chief attention,

hunger, with ravenous appetite; nauſea; 
gnawing pain in the ſtomach or inteſtines; 
fetid breath; grinding of the teeth, and 
moaning in ſleep; intermitting weak pulle, 
and hectic fever; faintings, and ſometimes 
convulſive fits paleneſs; waſting of the 


worms. 
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worms. Itching about the anus, with te- 
neſmus, are ſigns of aſcarides, or ſmall 
thread worms. Sudden gripings about the 
navel, denote the common round worms. 
Gnawing pains in the ſtomach, and vora- 
ciouſneſs, the maw worms. And a weight 
in the belly, like the rollicg of a ball, the 
tznia, or tape worm. 

Treatment. Tin filings, with rhubarb, or 
other proper aperient; ſem. ſanton., calo- 
mel, zthiops, or other mercurials, every 
night, with a purge now and then; cow- 
itch. The infuſion of bears-foot leaves is 
eſteemed good; cabbage-tree bark has allo 
been recommended, Aloes, wormwood, 
rue, ſavine, eſpecially in clyſters; and for 
the aſcarides, oil of olives, or the fumes of 
tobacco thrown up the rectum; for the tape 
worm, the male fern root 3j, every hour, 
for three times, and preſently after a ſtrong 
draſtic mercurial purge. See Dr, Sim- 
mons's ingenious pamphlet on the ſubject. 
Corroborants are proper after a courſe of 
anthelmintic medicines.
